Despite  the  presence  of  only  two  returning  lettermen,  the  1969  Re- 
gent soccer  team,  under  first  year  coach  Hal  Henderson,  overcame  early 
season  inexperience  and  compiled  a  hard-fought  6-4  record  to  break  the 
.500  barrier  for  the  first  time  since  1965.  With  seven  freshmen  in  the 
starting  lineup,  the  Regents  tied  for  first  place  in  the  Northern  Illinois 
Intercollegiate  Conference  with  Trinity  with  3-1  records,  allowing  the 
fewest  goals  in  conference  play  (6).  RC  nipped  Aurora  2-1  on  the  final 
day  of  the  season  to  assure  themselves  of  the  co-championship.  Overall, 
the  Purple  and  White  gave  up  but  16  goals  all  season,  establishing  a  new 
RC  defensive  mark. 

Four  Regents  were  selected  to  the  NIIC  All-Conference  soccer  team. 
Freshman  left  halfback  John  Goddard,  who  was  RCs  MVP,  and  senior 
center  halfback  John  Lindquist  were  named  to  the  First  Team  as  Defen- 
sive Players,  while  freshman  goalie  Randy  Cook  and  sophomore  co-cap- 
tain right  wing  John  Irey  were  Honorable  Mention  choices.  Goddard  and 
Lindquist  capped  off  their  fine  year-long  performances  by  being  named 
to  the  First  Team  NAIA  District  #20  Soccer  Team  as  Defensive  Players, 
finishing  1-2  in  the  balloting.  Irey  led  the  squad  in  overall  scoring  with 
four  goals  and  five  assists,  while  freshman  Tom  Ryan  paced  the  club  with 
six  goals.  Senior  co-captain  Russ  Ellsworth  played  steady  soccer  at  cen- 
ter halfback,  while  freshman  Chris  Handwork  shifted  well  between  half- 
back and  the  forward  line. 

Highlights  of  the  season  were  a  four-game  winning  streak  at  mid- 
season,  the  3-2  Homecoming  victory  over  Beloit,  and  a  2-1  triumph  over 
Trinity.

Season-long  improvement  and  sparkling  individual  per- 
formances were  the  keys  to  success  as  the  1969  Regent  har- 
riers produced  an  outstanding  12-2  dual  meet  record,  the 
best  in  the  sport's  12-year  history,  and  tied  for  second  place 
with  Concordia  Teachers  in  the  overall  NIIC  standings.  RC 
finished  with  a  4-1  mark  in  NIIC  dual  meets  and  was  third 
in  the  conference  meet. 

Pacing  coach  Dick  Bromley's  harriers  were  sophomore 
John  Kermiet  and  junior  Stan  Greenfield.  Kermiet  chalked 
up  eight  first  place  finishes  in  14  dual  meets  and  won  fourth 
place  individual  honors  in  the  Northeastern  111.  Invitational, 
the  Rockford  College  Invitational,  and  the  NIIC  Champion- 
ships. Kermiet,  the  Regents'  MVP,  set  the  four-mile  Rock- 
ford  College  course  record  for  an  RC  runner  with  a  22:05 
effort,  and  was  selected  to  the  NIIC  All-Conference  team. 
Captain  Greenfield  was  a  steady  second  man  for  the  Regents, 
and  became  only  the  second  runner  in  RC  history  to  break 
23:00  on  the  home  course. 

Junior  captain-elect  Ernie  Troutman,  sophomore  Don 
Patrick,  and  freshmen  Dan  Dittman  and  Don  Young  ran  in  a 
tight  pack  behind  RC's  2-2  punch  to  give  the  Purple  and 
White  outstanding  depth,  while  junior  Jeff  Raloff  scored  im- 
portant displacements  from  his  seventh  position. 

Heading  the  list  of  notable  achievements  was  Rockford's 
first  place  finish  in  the  seven-team  Northeastern  111.  St.  In- 
vitational and  dual  meet  wins  over  Concordia  Teachers  and 
Trinity  after  a  five  year  drought  against  these  NIIC  foes.

Paced  by  the  scoring  of  guard  Stan  Greenfield  and  center  Ray 
Eissens  and  the  rebounding  of  forward  John  Lindquist,  Rockford 
College  recorded  its  finest  season  with  a  17-7  ledger.  The  regents 
won  their  last  five  NIIC  games  to  win  the  conference  with  a  9-3 
mark,  including  a  pennant-clinching  93-83  triumph  over  St.  Pro- 
copius  before  a  record  1021  fans  in  Seaver  Gym  on  Senior  Appreci- 
ation Night.  Greenfield  led  District  #20  in  scoring  and  finished 
15th  in  the  nation  with  a  28.6  mark.  Eissens  popped  in  20.5  points 
a  game  and  led  the  District  in  field  goal  pet.  with  56.4cf  while 
Capt.  Lindquist  hauled  down  15.5  rebounds  per  game  to  pace  the 
District.  Forward  Tom  Clinton  and  guard  Pete  Bilgo  rounded  out 
coach  Chuck  DeWild's  starting  lineup,  with  reserves  Bob  Cuppini, 
Jack  Cook,  and  Steve  Homewood  providing  excellent  back-up 
power.  Rockford  racked  up  an  11-1  record  in  Seaver  Gym,  in- 
cluding impressive  wins  over  Aurora  and  Wayne  State,  and  won 
big  road  games  at  Judson  and  Greenville.  Rated  third  in  District 
#20,  the  Regents  lost  a  tough  91-83  decision  at  Quincy  in  the 
playoffs. 

The  Regents  garnered  many  post  season  honors.  Greenfield 
and  Lindquist  were  chosen  the  squad's  MVPs.  Greenfield  made 
First  Team  on  the  All-Star  squads  of  District  #20,  Illinois  Pri- 
vate Colleges,  and  of  the  NIIC,  of  which  he  was  chosen  as  the  con- 
ference's MVP.  Stan  became  RCs  first  All-American  by  being 
named  Honorable  Mention  to  the  Associated  Press  and  NAIA 
listings.  Eissens  and  Lindquist  both  made  Honorable  Mention  in 
District  #20,  and  Eissens  made  First  Team  of  the  NIIC.

Teams  Have  Building  Year 


Fielding  a  track  team  for  the  first  time  in  three  years,  Coach 
Hal  Henderson's  crew  suffered  from  a  lack  of  participants  and 
facilities.  MVP  Jon  Kermiet  set  new  RC  records  in  the  three- 
mile  run  (15:23.7)  and  in  the  two  mile  run  (10.11.5),  while  Bob 
Walker  was  clocked  in  :  1 4.7  for  the  120  yd.  high  hurdles  for 
another  record.  Rich  Greene  and  Terry  Ramsey  showed  improve- 
ment in  the  middle  distance  events,  while  Don  Cross  and  John 
Birban  handled  the  weight  events.  Marty  Wessels  barely  missed 
the  RC  mark  in  the  discus.  Placing  fourth  in  the  four  quadrangular 
meets  they  competed  in,  the  Regents  just  did  not  have  the  man- 
power in  the  NIIC  meet,  finishing  seventh.

Regents  Cruise  to  13-3  Season 


Clutch  hitting  and  superb  pitching  were  the  keynotes  to  the 
most  successful  season  in  the  history  of  Rockford  College  base- 
ball. Coach  Dick  Bromley's  1970  squad  ran  off  six  and  seven 
game  winning  streaks  to  post  an  outstanding  13-3  mark,  including 
a  historic  doubleheader  triumph  over  Milton.  MVP's  Jeff  Strand 
and  Jack  Cook  were  the  main  cogs  in  the  RC  attack.  Strand 
set  new  RC  records  for  batting  average  (.403),  hits  (23),  doubles 
(5),  and  RBI's  (14),  and  he  fielded  .987  at  his  catching  position. 
Cook  posted  a  7-1  record  with  a  sparkling  ERA  of  .82,  with 
two  shutouts,  a  no-hitter  against  Trinity,  and  a  RC  mark  of  14 
whiffs  against  George  Williams.  Overall,  Cook  allowed  only 
30  hits,  22  walks,  and  struck  out  73  in  54  2/3  innings.  Jack 
also  compiled  a  .272  swatmark  with  three  doubles  and  six  RBI's. 

Defensively,  the  Regents  had  their  most  solid  crew  ever. 
The  outfield  of  Mark  Lit,  co-captain  Stan  Greenfield,  and  Jerry 
Bliss  (.322  batting  ave.)  played  sound,  if  not  spectacular,  defense, 
while  Strand's  mittwork  was  the  best  in  the  NIIC.  Third  base- 
man Gary  Aronson  showed  quick  reflexes  and  a  bullet  arm, 
and  he  contributed  12  RBI's  and  11  stolen  bases.  Co-captain 
Rick  Benson  played  a  steady  second  base  and  batted  a  strong 
.250.  Shortstop  Mike  Rogers  and  first  sacker  Randy  Cook  rounded 
out  the  infield. 

Two  one-run  defeats  to  St.  Procopius  cost  the  Regents  a 
shot  at  the  NIIC  title,  and  RC  finished  in  a  second  place  tie  with 
Aurora  with  a  9-3  record.  For  the  season,  the  Regents  outscored 
their  opponents  95-51  and  held  a  wide  margin  in  stolen  bases, 
46-22.  The  mound  staff,  with  Greenfield  and  Tom  Kalata  turning 
in  good  efforts,  recorded  1 1  complete  games,  one  strikeout 
per  inning,  and  an  ERA  of  2.37.
